The committee has no regular time of 


meeting,-and I don’t know when it will 
meet again, and take up these bills, 
though of course some bill will be re- 
ported out in some shape sometime.”’ 

“Are you willing to vote in the com- 
mittee to report one of these bills fayvor- 
ably % ’’ Casey was asked. 

“I ean't say,” he replied. “I would

Would Force It Out. 


Friends of the bill have reached the 
conclusion that they will have to force 
one of the bills out of the committee. 
Of the four bills in the commitiee cov-

Sherman of buchanan and-one by Noyes 
of Kansas City. -‘Sherman is a member 
of “the committee and said today that 
he intended to insist tnat one of the 
bills* be acted on and that the commif- 
tee report to the House. 

Noyes’ bill is generally considered the 
more acceptable of the House © bills.

The Munic ipal Corporations Committee 
ig believed to favor legislation of this 
kind. Several members waver on it.

; Heathman of Randolph County and

this committee, would not say, when 
questioned by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, how they would stand on such 
legislation. Sherman of Buchanan, Mil- 
ler of Saline and Holcomb of Jackson 
are positive tn their assertions of friend- 
liness for the bill. Other members are 
out of the city. 

Friends of the others. however, sav 
there is no doubt but that Barker of 
Macon and Hart of Buchanan will vote 
for a favorable report on one of the 
bills. The Cooper bill, which Prender- 
gast of St. Louis amended to exclude 
St. Louis from the benefits of such le?e- 
islation, and which was later chaneed 
to include St. Louls after the Post-Dis- 
patch pointed out the apparent victory 
of the lobby in getting the Prendergast 
amendment throngh, will pass the Sen- 
ate in a few days. It will then go to 
the House. 

Under the regular order, this Senate 
bill would be reported to Casey's com- 
mittee. Since the fate of similar bills 
in that committee has become known. 
there has arisen a movement to send 
this Senate bill to the Private Corpora- 
tions Committee, of which Houston of 
Cass County is chairman. 

It Is hardly expected this will be done, 
however, and that, instead. members 
friendivy to the measure will insist on 
a quick report by Casey's committee.

HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 18.—Cuban Lib- 
eral leaders are impatient over the de- 
lay of the ~United States in getting of! 
of the island, and open, signed threats 
have been made of what will happen 
if the Americans do not withdraw in the 
near future. 

The leaders resent the suggestion of 
the conservative classes that an Amer- 
ican protectorate might be a surer guar- 
antee of peace than the rule of un- 
bridled Cuban faction. 

* The only thing that has not been given 
to the Liberal party by the American 
Provincial Government is abolute con- 
trol of the island, and unless this is 
done, declares'a Liberal organ, war co- 
lossal and without quarter will result. 
Hie Says that this is what will happen 
if the United States listens to the de- 
mand for protection by the Cubans who 


desire only to make sugar in peace and 


safety. 

Gen. Eloinaz del Castillo declares that 
what has fallen on Cuba is not an ad- 
ministration, but a regime. He says that 
all power centers in the Provincial Gov- 
ernor, who, with one stroke of his pen, 
dismisses senators an! representatives, 
opens all penal institutions, ‘increases 
public force or diminishes ft, or main- 
tains’it in its present status, according 
to his whim. 

He declares that the intervenor at 
present holds the top hand, but that 
should he do anything which the Radi- 
cals considered against their interests 
the latter would revolt and he would 
have to fight. He said that either the 
intervenor: must do all the Radicals de- 
mand or impose a limit on their preten- 
sions, in which case the intervenor 
would have to remain in Cuba indefinite- 
ly to protect the nonradical portion ol 
the country.

William Schultz of #424 Wellsmar ave- 
nue, Wellston Park, St. Louis County, 
was arrested in St. Louis on a summons 
charging him with disturbing the peace

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PRESSING TAX REFORM. 

Nothing has been done by the Legistature towards 
the adoption of the tax reform recommended by the 
State Tax Commission and approved by Gov, Folk 
in a special message. | 

No more important subject*than this tax reform 
recommendation is before the Legislature at this ses- 
sion, Its adoption would correct gross inequalities 
in the tax lev’ and would place taxation in the 
counties and cities of the State on a home rule basis. 
The recommendation represents the careful work of 
Mr. F. N. Judson, who has made a special study of 
taxation; Attorney-General Hadiey, Mr. John H. 
bothwell, Mr. Isadore Loeb, Mr. W. M. Williams and 
Mr. Kdward C. Crow, former Attorney-General and 
member of the State Board of Equalization, where his 
work was directed especially to an effort to correct 
inequalities in taxation. 

The conimission recommended the separation ot 
State and local tax assessments. It suggested the 
abolition of all State taxes on real and personal 
Property, leaving these sources of revenue to the 
counties and cities, the State to derive its revenue 
from corporation taxes, licenses and inspection fees. 

As both the commission and the Governor point 
out, the separation of State and local taxation is 
vital to a just and -equal assessment in the various 
localities of the State. In counties and cities whose 
needs are great, property is assessed on a high valu- 
ation, whereas, in counties and cities with small 
needs the assessments are low, with the result that 
some counties and cities, the latter especially, pay 
info the State Treasury far more than their just 
share of the taxes, . 

This separation of State and local taxation has
